ly that the latter have commonly, fewer. There is. one. 
Obſervation which I have made, (tho I wou'd not yetlay any 
great Strefs upon it ;) that in Families where any have been 
Inoculated, thoſe. who were afterwards ſeiaed, never had an 
i Sort of Small- Pox, but always recover'd very well. 
THUS, Sir, I have given you a ſhort and plain Ac-
